“I don't approve of using the militia of the 
state to help any political movement,” said

using or attempting to use the military in the 
late campaign. ;This is false, but the corpo- 
rations used the militia for their purposes 
and instead of the militia being used to pro- 
tect the people and uphold the law that force 
Was actually degraded to the uses of local 
corporations to connive at the breaking 01 
the law. | 
Sees Politics in: Tactics. 

“Tt was this way. I.had arranged last 
month to mobilize troops in Denver under 
the regulation of the Dick law governing 
the National guard for target and march 
practice. The Dick law makes certain re- 
quirements before the state troops can claim 
their appropriation from the federal govern- 
ment. Our troops are in line for this appro- 
priation, which amounts to $19,000, and I 
intended to complete the work necessary b? 
having this practice... I was about to call 
them to Denver last-week. It did not strike 
me at that time that any political sig- 
nificance could be attached to the movement. 

“ Finally, there was talk of a riot in Den- 
ver and that the republican party was to 
call upon the mayor and governor for troops. 
I was in Denver at the time and told the gov- 
ernor it would be a happy coincidence to

Protests Not Heeded. 

“It was then that I became convinced 
the military was to be used not to enforce 
the law and protect property, but to en- 
courage trouble by refusing to assemble 
troops. I protested, but it made no differ- 
ence. In some mysterious way and in the 
twinkling of an eye the whole pian was 
changed. I had to interrupt my military 
duty and plan because ‘the assembling of 
troops for any purpose was feared. 

“It was toward the middle of the previour 
week that Mayor Wright insisted on my pre- 
paring a call for the troops. He was bitter 
and denounced the local corporation mag- 
nates by name as being responsible for the 
importation of 800 of the worst mén in the 
west. He wanted 800 troops. I told him 
it would take $5,000 for that many men and 
that I would not call out a man until 1 knew 
he would be paid. He said he would try to 
raise the money, but came back afterwards 
and said he could raise only $3,000, and that 
the city treasury had no more than that 
available for the purpose. °*° 


Denounces the Corporations. 


“The mayor again denounced the corpor- 

ations, and said they were interfering to 
prevent himself and the governor from call- 
ing out troops, or even mobilizing them.

POPE AT THE HELM. 


Pius X. Assumes Responsibility 
for Rupture with France. 


ALARM FELT BY CARDINALS. 


French Socialists Begin Campaign for | 


Abrogation of Concordat. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, May 22.—Pope Pius assumes all 
responsibility for the diplomatic rupture be- 
tween France and the vatican. This fact is 
taken as an indication of the seriousness 
of the quarrel. . 

Heretofore it has been assumed that Car- 
dinal Merry del Val, the papal secretary of 
state, was responsible for the crisis. 

The ministry of the interior authorizes a 
denial of the statement that M. de Havonne, 
tirst secretary of the French embassy to the 
vatican, will act as chargé d'affaires at the 
embassy, stating that the government con- 
siders that his selection would attenuate the 
importance of the action taken in the recail 
of Ambassador Nisard. 

The Rome correspondent of the Temps 
says that vatican official circles lay great 
stress upon the fact that the pope alone di- 
rects the policy of the holy see. 


Cardinals Are Overruled. 

When Cardinals Vannutelli, Gotti, Agiiar- 
di, and Vives y Tuto saw the pope on Thurs- 
day and Friday, according to the corre- 
spondent, his holiness foreshadowed the 
first stage of the conflict—namely: the recali 
of Ambassador Nisard, but he declared so 
energetically that he was responsible to God 
alone for his actions, and was acting thus 
for the greatest good of the church, that the 
cardinals did not dare to remonstrate. 


Future Policy in Doubt. 


M. Nisard, the French ambassador to the 
vatican, is expected to arrive here tomorrow 
morning, when he will confer with Foreign 
Minister Delcasse and go over the details of 
the rupture between France and the vatican 
preliminary to the meeting of the council of 
ministers on Tuesday, when a further line 
of action will be determined upon. 

Contrary to general expectations, Mgr. 
Lorenzelli, the papal nuncio at Paris, will 
not leave his post. The nunciature has given 
out the following statement: 

‘* Up to the present the nuncio has received 
no orders to take his leave, although the 
state of his health might make it desirable, 
As Rome has no taste for replying to provo- 
cations, but is sorely conscious of her rights 
and duties, Mgr. Lorenzelli does not regard 
the eventuality of his leaye as proximate.” 


Extreme Measures Favored. 


The tone of the socialist papers indicates 
that that powerful element has urged the 
government to take more extreme measures, 
Deputy Geralt Richard says in the Petite 
Republique that the matter must proceed 
until the concordat has been ended.

** Addressing a meeting of financiers today 
on the importance of securing the sympathy 
of the civilized world in the present mo- 
mentous crisis, Marquis Ito strongly urged 
the importance of Japan being contented to 
enforce her legitimate claims, never for a 
moment wavering in frank and broadminded 
recognition of the legitimate claims and in- 
terests of other nations.

RUSSIANS BUSY AT NEWCHWANG 


Port Held by Force of Artillery and 
Mounted Infantry — Earthworks 
Are Being Thrown Up. 


NEWCHWAING, May 22.—The Russians are 
reoccupying this place with a fair force of 
artillery and mounted infantry, and are con- 
structing slight intrenchments south of the 
town. Steamers from Chefoo report that 
they pass quantities of wreckage, and it is 
supposed here that the Russians have been 
blowing up the obstructions at the entrance 
to Port Arthur.

FIRST WARM SUNDAY IN CHICAGO 
, SEES BIG TURNOUT, 


Estimate Is 373,000 Persons Who En- 
joyed the Salubricus Weather — 
City’s Breathing Spots Are the Fa- 
vorite and Lincoln Animal House 
Draws the Pleasure Seekers—Fam- 
flies Visit the “Real Country” and 
Many Beer Gardens Are Opened,

Judging from the crowds that filled the 
parks, the streets, rode in street cars, and 
journeyed into the suburbs, all Chicago spent 
the first really warm Sunday of the season 
— of doors. It is estimated that nearly 

400,000 persons visited the parks or took trol- 

ley rides into the country. The temperature 
ranged from 64° above zero at 7 a. m. to 83° 
at 4p. m. 
during three hours in the afternoon. 

Theater patrons who stopped downtown fot 
supper after the performance and the last 
of the returning excursionists were caught 
in the rain storm which swept over the city 
shortly. before midnight. The rain lasted 
over an hour, and was accompanied by a 
vivid display of lightning. 

It was a day for getting close to nature, 
ard a forecast of light showers failed to 
make the slightest impression on the people 
—even those who showed themselves in new 
frocks. It was a day for cool looking summer 
dresses—with shirt waists, especially those of 
the peek-a-boo variety, much in evidence— 
a day for giving the babies an outing in the 
bright sunshine—a day for papa and mamma 
to forget engrossing cares in pure and unal- 
loyed enjoyment, without a thought of busi- 
ness cares or financial or household respon- 
sibilities. Incidentally, it was a day for 
straw hats. The latter in Chicago, until yes- 
terday, showed itself timidly and with diffi- 
dence, and a disposition to get back on the 
shelf at the first disparaging word. Yester- 
day it came out boldly, and flauntingly. and 
with an air as though it knew that its day 
had come and it could not be dispensed with 
for several months. 

Seek the “Real Country.” 

Generally speaking, Mr. and Mrs. Chicago 
and their family got up early yesterday, for 
it wasn’t the sort of weather that made the 
usual Sunday laziness excusable. Thou- 
sands carried out plans they had made the 
night before to journey into the suburbs, and 
started early with well filled picnic baskets, 
They took the elevated and trolley lines, 
which carried them to Fort Sheridan and 
Waukegan, Irving Park, Riverside, Wheaton, 
South Chicago, Pullman, and the numerous 
other places connected with Chicago and 
which give long glimpses of the “ real coun® 


As the day advanced crowds began to as- 
semble in the parks, where the green grass 
and the trees, and the new uniforms of the 
_ policemen, and the spickness and spanness 
of everything. indicated that summer had 
come at last. The largest number of per- 
sons went to Lincoln park, but each of the 
city’s breathing spots was filled with record 
breaking crowds of this season—from its 
neighborhood. 

“Zoo” Animals Draw Crowds. 

At Lincoln park the animals. especially the 
two small elephants, attracted the most 
interest. The crowd was so dense in the 
“goo” that it required the efforts of several 
policemen to keep it moving. Another indl- 
cation was the watchfulness of the police at 
the crossing near the animal] house, where 
pedestrians were continuaHy getting In the 
way of vehicles. One elderly man was 
knocked down successively by a horse, an 
automobile, and a bicycle. Next in popu- 
larity were the boats. Every one of them 
was out.. 

The streets were filled with people, 
promenading. driving. or automobiling. ex- 
cept.in the downtown district. which seemed 
comparatively deserted. All of the trans- 
portation lines reported heavy traffic, but 
the ‘preference was for open cars and front 
seats.

up to Chicago, where they have free bars, 
free street cars, free hotels, where they 
can go where they please and talk as they 
please, things nearly were turned upside 
down. These southern negroes are not able 
to meet conditions here. They are ignorant 
and they are deceived. The best negroes stay 
in the south, but, instead of telling these 
poor people the truth, you in Chicago urge 
them to come where they can vote. 


‘Practical Education Needed. 


**T would urge the practical and systematic 
education of all the faculties of the heart, 
the mind, and the head. The negro can do 
as much as any one in the learning line. As 
long as the white men were put at the head 
of the schools in the south we got all we 
wanted, but as soon as our boys became able 
to teach the cry for a change came.

Without it we cannot compete 
with concerns in other places. We must 
have approximately the same wages and con- 
ditions which they have. If we pay our men 
more, as the union insists, then we will lose 
the business.

CHICAGO’S RECORD IS BROKEN 
SINCE 1ST OF THE MONTH. 


Proportion of Deaths of Persons Less 
than 5S Years Old Smaller than Ever 
Before—Percentage Is Only 21.8 — 
Cause Is Declared to Be “Phenom- 


Chicago has set a new health record. 
Deaths of children less than 5 years old since 
May 1 have been smaller in proportion than 
ever before in the history of the city. 


of 21.8 per cent. During the corresponding 
period last year there were 1,922 deaths at 
all ages, including 510 under 5—a proportion 
of 26.5 per cent. These figures show a de- 
crease of 17.7 per cent in the death rate of 
the under 5 year age group this year from 
that of 1903, which was normal 


Contagious Diseases Infrequent, 

“The cause of this most gratifying condi- 
tion.” the bulletin says, ‘‘ has been the phe- 
nomenal infrequency of the contagious dis- 
eases. At the close of the week a total of 
599. deaths from the diseases most seriously 
affecting child life had been reported since 
the first of the year. For the same period 
of 1903 there were 1,169 such deaths reported 
—an excess of 570 or 95 per cent. 

‘* Among the most striking decreases are 
the deaths from diphtheria, measles, scarlet 
fever, and whooping cough. From diph- 
theria this year there were 156, last year ‘0; 
from measles this year 9, last year 190; from 
scarlet fever this year 91, last year 167; from 
whooping cough this year 8, last year 186.”’ 

The pneumonia season is nearing its close, 
only eighty-two deaths being reported during 
the week. The number of deaths fro: : pneu- 
monia in Chicago since Nov. 1, 1903, has been 
8.648, or more than 22 per cent of all reported.

Selee’s Pitcher Allows McGraw’s 
Men Only Two Hits—Taylor 
| ‘Pounded for Nine.

The Colts knocked the Giants off the top 
of the ladder again yesterday and put them- 
selves into second place, close behind Cin- 
cinnati, by defeating McGraw’s men 3 to 1 
in a hard fought game, throughout which 
the home team was cheered on to victory by 
what was said to be the largest crowd that 
has seen a baseball game on the west side 
grounds for several years, estimates running 
all the way from 20,000 to 25,000. 

The score would indicate that it was a 
pitchers’ battle, between Brown and Taylor, 

but the Colt twirler outpitched his mute 
opponent by many parasangs if not more. 

The man who has caused Jack Taylor to be 
forgotten held McGraw’s men down to two 
singles in nine innings and would have shut 
them out without the semblance of arun but 
for a general mixup in the fourth inning, 
which resulted in saving New York the dis- - 
grace of a complete whitewash. 


Support Not the Best. | 
Brown's support was not of the best, and 
at the finish it looked for a minute as if the 
nervous strain had done for the Colts. Two 
errors in successidn put Brown into the hole, 
and a hit into the crowd right there would 
have brought-probable disaster out of ap- 
parently suré victory. Dahlen was the last 
batter and he hit a. liner straight out over 
short, but Jack McCarthy, who had resumed 
his station in left, was playing in the right 
spot and gathered in the dangerous looking 
‘thing with ease. 
| Taylor was hit much harder than Brown 
and was lucky to be helped out of several 
holes by some bad baseball on the part of 
Selee’s men. Once they filled the bases up on 
Taylor with only one out and failed to score. 
Again they made three hits in one inning 
and did not get a runner as far as third even. 
Only in the fourth did they get things going 
smoothly, and tn that round they won the 
game with a bunch of three hits followed ‘by 
fumble by Dahlen.

SPEAKER AT BUFFALO PREDICTS 
GREAT PRESBYTERIAN BODY. 


Question of Including Cumberiand, 
Northern, and Southern Churches in 
One Organization the Absorbing 
Topic of the Delegates at the Con- 
ference—Influential Minority Sees 
Objections and Pian May Not Go 
Through. 

Buffalo, N. Y., May 22.—[Special.]—The ul- 
timate unification of the northern, the south- 
ern, and the Cumberland Prtsbyterian 
churches was predicted this evening at a 
massmeeting for evangelism, held incidental 
to the one hundred and sixteenth general as- 
sembly of the Presbyteriatf church in session 
in this city. The prophét was the Rev. 
S. Edward Young, who said: 

My confident e on is that the present 
movement towards union, after mutual conces- 
sions, yet without sacrifice of an essential doc- 
trine, will eventually unite the northern and south- 
ern and Cumberland Presbyterian churches in one 
mighty Presbyterian church, with something like 


11,000 ministers, 14,000 churches, and 1,500,000 
members, and possibly a million more adherents. 


Union Is a-Vital Topic. 


The proposed union of the Cumberland and 
the northern churches continues'to be the ab- 
sorbing topic among the commissioners -to 
the assembly. The supporters and oppo- 
nents of union are lining up for the contest 
next Thursday. The opposition will be led 
by Dr. Francis L. Patton of Princeton Theo- 
logical seminary, Dr. Henry C. Minton of 
Trenton, N. J., who was moderator of the 
assembly of 1901, Dr. J. Ross Stevenson of 
New York, and Gen. Ralph E. Prime of 
Yonkers, N. Y. The grounds of opposition 
are the doctrinal position of the Cumberland 
church and the color line. 

It is conceded that a majority of the as- 
sembly favors union with the Cumberland 
church, but there Is an influential minority 
opposed te union on the terms proposed. The 
opposition is based principally upon the 
ground that it would be unwise to attempt to 
force the issue at this time on the basis sug- 
gested, and that it may be necessary there- 
fore to modify present plans in order to se- 
cure unanimity at the present assembly. 

The ministers attending the assembly oc- 
cupied various pulpits in the city today, 
Popular meetings were held in the evening 
in the interest of the board of ald for colleges 
and of the woman’s board of home missions. 


NEGRO IS BISHOP TO AFRICA. 


Methodist General Conference Election 
Results, Announced on Missionary 
Bishops, Causes Surprise. 


Los Angeles, Cal., May 22.—It was unof- 
ficially stated today that the ballot taken 
by the Methodist general conference on Sat- 
urday for missionary bishops, the result of 
which will be announced officially Monday 
morning, resulted in the election of Dr. 
I. B. Scott of Louisiana (colored) as mis- 
sionary bishop to Africa, and Dr. W. F’. Old- 
ham and Dr. K. E. Robinson as. additional 
missionary bishops in southern Asia. 

Dr. Scott’s election occasioned some sur- 
prise, as it was thought Dr. Campor of Li- 
beria would be the successful candidate. 

Two subjects will doubtless cause a spirited 
debate during the next few days—namely: 
the amusement question’ and the relations 
of capital and labor. The latter was made 
the subject of a special report from the 
judiciary committee last week, in which vig- 
orous denunciation was made of the “ greed 
of corporations and their indifference to the 
welfare of their employés.”’ 

It was sought to have the conference pass 
the resplutions reported by the judiciary 
committee as the expression of the body, 
but strong opposition develeped, and it was 
made the special order tor Tuesday morn- 
ing, when it will be discussed. 


ZION’S HERALD EDITOR OUT. 


The Rev. Dr. Charles Parkhurst of Bos- 
ton Resigns After Losing Libel 
Suit Brought by Minister. 


Boston, Mass., May 22.—[Special.J—A re- 
port is current among Methodists here that 
the resignation of the Rev. Dr. Charles Park- 
hurst as editor of Zion’s Herald has been 
handed to the secretary of the Wesleyan 
association, the corporation that owns and 
runs the paper. It is understood that the 
resignation is to take effect at the pleasure 
of the association. 

It will not be acted upon until a settlement 
has been effected with the Rev. E. A. Schell, 
who recently obtained a verdict of $24,000 
against Dr. Parkhurst and the corporation 
for an alleged libel printed in Zion’s Herald 

1899.

The joint 
committee of the Commercial club and the 
Merchants’ club has not put its plans into 
operation, but is expected to codperate with 
the city.

CONDITIONS FAVOR A RISE 


GOLD EXPORTS ARE PRACTICALLY 
OVER AND MONEY CHEAP. 


If Shorts Are Forced to Cover the Mar- 
ket Shonld Have a Fair Advance— 
Bank Statement Shows How Loss in 
Coal ‘Can Be Overcome—Wholesale 
Markets Inclined to Quietness—Iron 
Dull and Lower—Some Kinds of Coal 
in Light Supply. 


) New conditions confront the stock mar- 


ket at the beginning of this week. If any- 
thing, they are favorable to better prices. 
Though to what extent is a matter of sur- 


mise. 

General belief is that the gold export move- 
ment is practically over. The total outgo, 
including shipments Saturday, is given at 
$55,125,000, and it can hardly be said to have 
been missed. The money market in New, 
York has firmed a little and that is the only 
effect noted. Funds are still cheap. 

Meanwhile, the New York banks have not 
lost their’ surplus reserve, as at one time 
they promised to do. There may be two 
‘opinions as’ to whether the figures on Satur- 
day were’ manipulated to show the results 
they did, but nevertheless the surplus in- 
creased Instead of falling away, and the 
position of the banks seems assured. As 
the gold movement and the possible ex- 
haustion of the excess reserve were the 
only two immediate factors in the market, 
and as they have not resulted unfavorably, 
the situation in Wall street is practically 
what it was before gold exports assumed th 
proportions they did. 

It is possible that the short interest in the 
market maywow be forced to. cover, caus- 
ing temporarily, at least, an advance in 
prices. A moderate rally would seem’ to 
be due, since there has been.a decline of 
from 4 to 8 points all along the list. If the 
short interest turns out to be a large one a 
fair advance is due. But a bull movement, 
based on.covering by shorts, is not an en- 
during one, and ts an unsatisfactory sub- 
stitute for a general demand for securities. 

The business situation offers nothing in ald 
of an upward movement. Wheat at $1.00, 
railroads laying off men, money easy because 
of slackened business, and reduced railroad 
earnings are the general features that con- 
front the market. Aside from the necessities 
of the short there is nothing to guggest a 
buying of stocks. 


: Bank Statement. 

The bank statement on Saturday was an 
interesting exhibit as showing how a great 
loss in cash can be overcome and surplus re- 
serve requirements reduced. Deposits de- 
creased $29,049,800. This reduced the re- 
serve requirements $7,500,000, loans con- 
tracted to the extent of $2,875,100, and by 
60 much the cash resources of the banks 
were presumably helped. The result of 
these two® operations was to effect a small 
increase in the exeess reserve, although the 
net loss in cash from movements of money 
was $7,085,300. Specie decreased $8,131,700, 
but legals increased $1,046,400. 

So far as the excess reserve is concerned, 
the banks appear to be out of their trouble, 
The surplus now stands at $13,004,275, 
against $9,222,725 last year and $14,801,450 
for the corresponding week in 1902. pos- 
its and loans.are still above the one billion 
dollar mark.

Wholesale Lines Tend to Quiet. 

Wholesale markets as a rule still were in- 
clined: to quietness. There were adverse 
circumstances in the way of a marked gain 
in activity, the chief of which was the con- 
tinuance of the lake tieup. This obstruction 
to the Normal movement was especially felt 
in the lumber, coal, and metal markets. The 
receipts of lumber were only 27,469,000 feet, 
against 41,709,000 feet last year, and ship- 
ments ran in excess of first receipts, prices 
ruling firm in consequence. 

Coal and ore were in short supply, with the 
all rail movement inadequate. On the other 
hand, the receipts of foodstuffs were the 
heaviest in two months. New vegetables 
and strawberries were in increased supply, 
with prices tending lower. While new 
potatoes were coming forward .more freely 
the market for old continued erratic, off 
early in the week but back close to top prices 
at the end, with offerings small. 

In dry goods and furnishings there was a 
good demand, some forward buying of 
heavier goods, and retailers reporting gains 
in sales of warm weather lines. Reorders 
were numerous in clothing and dry goods, 
and collections continued good. 

Building made some gains with the settle- 
ment of the strike, and a fair demand for 
structural materials existed, a good deal of 
it local. In paints and oils dullness con- 
tinued, with the only hopeful signs firmness 
in prices and better demand for staples, such 
es linseed oll. 


| Iron Dull and Lower. 

In the meta] market the almost universal 
tone is blue, says the Iron and Machinery 
World. But the actual volume of trade ts at 
least fair. The inquiry for steel rails, whicb 
emanate from various electrical railway en- 
terprises, have a more substantial look than 
atany time this year. The inquirers are talk- 
ing as if they meant business immediateiy. 
There is quite a little trade in sight for 
freight cars in lots of from 600 to 1,000 cars 
each, and the prospect of the car works 
have brightened. It is also stated in some 
branches of finished iron and steel material 
that while new business is light, there is im- 
provement in the specifications on old con- 
tracts. There has been in consequence of 
general dullness some subsidence in values. 
Pig iron declined fractionally because of the 
diminished inquiry; iron bare are about $1 
lower, and old material has fallen within 
the last week or two from 50c to §1.00 per ton. 


Coal Situation Mixed. 

There is a shortage of some of the most 
desirable sizes of coal. Supplies of small egg 
and chestnut were inadequate and little 
“private " coal is coming forward. There 
was a weak and ragged market on bitumin- 
ous coals of nearly all descriptions, says the 
Black Diamond, and a shortage of anthracite 
to meet current requirements, due to the con- 
tinuance of the lake strike and one of the 
worst coke markets experienced in some 
years. There is still a large tonnage of west- 
ern and eastern coals under car service in 
Chicago and until this has been cleaned up it 


is not to be expected that any permanent or 


general upward trend to the market will de- 
velop. In anthracite a continuation of tne 
lake strike nfiay mean famine conditions next 


winter. This is having a tendency to make 


consumers uneasy in some quarters and 
dealers are having a better run of orders than 
they did the early part of the month. 

New business developing with the shipping 
companies of anthracite during the week has 
been steady and has run in excess of the all 
rail coal coming forward. 


Demand in Cities for Lumber. 


A peculiarity of the lumber trade in the 
middle west, says the American Lumberman, 
is the preponderance of requirement in the 
better interior cities and county capitals, as 


‘distinct from the greater cities Ike Chicago, 


St. Louis, Indianapolis, and others of a like 
class. This interior city demand is also in 
marked contrast with the quietude in the 
farmers’ or strictly rural requirement. The 
farmers are busy with their crops and the 
season has not advanced far enough so that 
they can get much assurance about the out- 
come. But In the cities of 10,000 to 40,000 
people there is a good deal of improvement 
in demand, and present buying is coming 
largely from that source. 


INVESTMENT RISE IN LONDON. 


Increasing «Interest in Stock Market 
Demand Taken as Favorable 
Indication,

LONDON, May 22.—Stock exchange trad- 

ers who expect a general public rush after 
the Whitsuntide holidays probably are pre- 
paring themselves for another disappoint- 
ment. The growing ease of money, accentu- 
ated by two successive reductions in the 
bank rate, bringing it down from 4 te 2 per 
cent, natufally has helped a rise in prices, 
but the chief reason for the improvement is 
to be traced to the return of the investor to 
the Throgmorton street fold. 

So great has been the improvement that a 
different and higher level of valties, ranging 
from about 4 points in consols and to as 
much as 10 points and more in some home 
rails, has been established in high grade 
securities. On the whole, however, prices 
have been well maintained, and the usual 
process of evening up books has not caused 
anything the a setback. 

Investment business has been forthcoming 
in full volume, and dealings in gilt edged 
securities have been brisker than for a long 
time, in anticipation of a reduction in the 
bank rate. Americans go from bad to worse, 
and another severe slump would appear to 
be exceedingly probable. Perhaps the most 
significant ‘feature is the weakness of the 
best stocks on the list. 
ing the situation with considerable appre- 
hension. Even the oldest hands in the mar- 
ket admit the American outlook ts confused. 
and muddled, and that it is impossible to do 
more than guess at the outcome. 


FIGHT SALOON: TO BE EVICTED. 


A. B. Farwell in Address Declares Aged

“The saloon is kept by P. J. O'Hare. The 
owners of the property on which the con- 
fectionery store is located have taken back 
that protest and have signed a petition for 
the saloon, and have rented the ground out 
from under this old couple, Mr. and Mrs: 
Thomas Royal. A suit for ouster comes up 
before Justice Bradwell next Thursday. I 
said to the aged woman: ‘ Do you suppose 
they have taken this action because you 
signed the protest against the saloon?’ She 
said ‘ Yes.’ I asked, ‘Do you regret your 
action?’ She replied, ‘No; if I had to do it 
over again I would take the same position.’ 

‘“‘ Now, I want to ask you when you make 
your contribution to the cause of the Hyde 
Park Protective association, to remember 
this old couple.” 

A good amount was raised for Mr. and Mrs. 
Royal. 

The three weak points in the saloons were 
named in the evening by the Rev. James H: 
MacDonald of the Centenary Methodist 
church, as their position in regard to the 
Sunday closing law, the holiday closing law, 


and the ordinance prohibiting the selling of 


intoxicants to children. 

“ We must fight them along these lines,” 
he said, “‘and make them understand that 
we are not afraid of them. The saloons are 
persistently disloyal to the law, and are cul- 
tivating disrespect for it among the people.”
